"probocjuc, furthermora that v/o shall never by act, v/ord or deed do 
"anythina to injure tho Universily granting this Desree' 

I'Hach year, fron> 1S53 to ISSC, this Pledge was signad by the gr.ad-jatlns 
clas.f, eleven signatures In nil. Then came the political disturbances v.'Iiicli 
swept over liower Canada In 1.S37 .md two years tha Faculty closiii i:i 
doors. Tlio next cia.^-s, tliereforc, did not graduato until 1S41, w'.jen three 
moro signatures were aildod. • . 

In 1SI2 a new I'lcdga was written Into tha Ucglstev a!2l*^on May 24th 
seven men .signed the following: 

"Declaration 

"I about to receive tho honour of Doctor in Medicine and Sur- 

"gery, promise before Almighty God, tho eeareher of hearts, that I will 
"per.'orm tha duties of my profession in a careful, moral and up.-ight 
"manner; that I will dilrrjsnlty minister, as much as in me lies, to the 
"comfort and restoration of the sick entrusted to my care; that I will 
"not divulge, without grave reason, anything which I have either seen

■put well as a mark of confidence in those students at McGill, the 
jwomen. who will today decide whether they will make any ad- 
T^nces towards the Students' Society with regard to representa- 
tion upon the Students' Council. 

Wc would like to point out thai oven if the McGill Women 
Student .Society adopts a motion to that effect unanimously 
there must needs be a reciprocal move on the part of the men 
toward the same end. The interest of the women will doubtless 
have some effect upon the attitude of the men. It must not be 
; 'presupposed that if the women pass a motion that a woman be 
aûlowed to have a seat on the Student.s' Council that the matter 
3s settled and automatically their president, or other person 
idesignated. takes a .«eat there. The constitution of the McGill 
• 'Students' Society will have to be amended to provide for that 
inclusion. v 

The matter which the .women: musti?consider, is::^ 
■one, namely that women have represéhtàtidn on the) executive 
body of the McGill Students' Society. This must mean that the 
Maiding of the preamble of the constitution of that Society 
should be that it interpret thé word "students" to include both 
men and women. ~ • , 

How they will be represented is another matter. There ap- 
pears to be two ways open for the inclusion of the representation 
iof women upon the Students' Council. Firstly that women have 
one member, a woman, who will take her position as an elected 
representative from the M.W.S.S. There is a precedent in this 
matter in that a representative from the Affiliated Theological 
•Golleges is on the Students' Council. These colleges. are^ only .af-: 
feliated wi?ii ■ i\fc(Sll. and a college that is incorporated with 
McGill, as is the R.V.C.. should have a much stronger claim. 

Second, that women have representation on the "Council 
through the faculty representative. In tliis case the elections 
•would take place through the undergraduate society. Women, 
Ming Juled as members of the Students' Society, would, if they 
■;so|^^^d^^ one of their own number to. stand for elec- 

;.4;^iti^^^p^?might give their el^^al, support to a man, whom 
Mî^lÉ^^eraild^ worthy to represenPtSerr case. 

in the case where women are in a distinct minority, as in 
'■ Medicine, Law and Commerce, there would not be much likeli- 
hood -of a v.'oman being nominated. But in the case of the. Arts 
■•.faculty there would be a different story. Most of the Women 
"at McGîll are in the Arts faculty and they number some four 
'iiundred. There' would in all probability be two male candidates 
in the field and the nomination of a woman, would alter the face 
of things. During the last few years there have never been more 
.than four hundi"ed men in Arts who have recorded their vote at 
Lhe Council election. With two candidates in.ibe field the votes 
would be split and if the women plumped for their candidate 
, .she would surely be elected. 

But matters as these should be left until the general prin- 
;';;. ;Ciple has been adopted, and from the tone of the debate la.st 
■'.jjiiight we would say that it is one of the signs of the times. 



ORGANIZED THOUGHT . 

BGANISATION is the key-note of modern pi-ygress. Every- 
thing is organized from athletics in schools to labour in 
\ jfactories. The athlete submerges his per.sonality in the team 
i.fepd. curbs all selfish desires for spectacular play and the ap- 
lîfclause of the grandstands.

^|S]|ie individual player is content to remain obscure so long as his 
T^éam wins. Combined action, a number of men working for the 
f ^same ob.iect, paying attention to detaL!, while one only performs 
j«ijth.e .final act which means victoi\v — that is oj-ganization. 

'We need cite no more examples of organized action. Tliey 
B?»i;e evident everywhere. Eveiyone is familiar witli the Jesuits, 
ra^^lways successful, which attend combined action. It is, there- 
"î |É<ii-'e. with all the more surprise that, we ,d9 not note any of thi.s 
: t^ri the realms of thought. We would not, indeed, suggest that 
iauthors and Doets collaborate in theii- works. Such action, 
j/^ould, we believe, be detrimental to literature. Wj-iting is prim- 
* ^arily the work of one man, it is individual and any su.<{Ke,4tion 
j J^pf combined action or organization in it would spoil literature. 
;? V What we do advocate, however^ and advocate strongly, is 
^ore organization in .science, more combination, more team 
J-^Jay. There is no nassing of the lamo from one exhausted, 
'4 Afltumbling runner to t)u' other in scie.'ice. Although there is 
;-';5îpme effort, at oj'ganization in laboratories and tiiu like there is 
î^np universal conscious striving ;a oi ^janizeU thought. Scientists 
4 ^commercially, are too jealous of each other. They try to do all 
î^their work on their own and resent the intrusion and help of 
';^any of their coiitemporkrie.s. They wish to have all the credit 
ï ^or -their work and hate to pass any part of it on to their bro- 
■. Jtiiex-s in. science. 

^ In science as in everything else there is specialization ol 
; nvork. But instead of letting the specialists attend to details the 
' ordinary .■jcientist tries to do everything by himself and on ac- 
Icpunt of this veiy often fails in his attempts. The servants of 
science grope for answers to problenis; many and various men 
forking independently on one question. If these independent 
.■workers were organized their thoughts and ideas would lead l.o 
ït|}éj^lution of a problem much faster than independent individ- 
, ?^ yfor^ ever can. 

■>.r Organized thought is needed to sti'engtlien the team of 
.',sj:f<î|.içe and to solve its many unanswered problems. In physical 
v^niph-lies physical ..strength; in metal union lies mental 
;sirength. If all thoughts were to work un,selfi»hly to a common 
': end humfinity would be all the nearer to perfection.

CAESAR'S GALLING CHOËES 

CAESAR'S CAMPAIGN AGAINST THE EXAMINATIONS IS NOT 
' ENTIRBLY SUCCESSFUL. 

. Suddenly ..Caesar, found himself attac!(7cl by all faculties 'vvlth examina- 
tions.- Moreover,. since -Caesar liad never raced anythins worse than armed 
forces, he was thoroughly terrified, but at length ho remembered tlie Norvil 
and determined to conquer his. nerves and *ct out bodly to the attack. Be- 
sides, indee.d, he : found .the I..atln both easy and pleasant for there wore 
many prepasltions and adjectives which he recognized, ■ and,;' moreover, -when, 
iie came to phrases which- be could ^ not understand, he pii't' in translations 
concerning warfare, which lie did so excellently that the ' p;-otcssor gave 
him a piss mark, which was indeed a great gift. 

Now Caesar arrived ne.\t in that place in which Iho Mathematics c.t- 
amlnation was to be conducted. ' 

If happened that there he beheld his arm}' liolding council iLiiiong them- 
selves and at the' sanie time looking moat serious. Theretbre,' for that rea- 
son. Caesar said in a loud voice, "Are wo down-hena-led'/" to ivhlcii expres- 
sion the army immediately retvllcd ".N'o!" Thus in tliis manner tjacsar en- 
couraged his men and cvc;n liimscit also, and tliey began this o.xanilnatlon 
wiiii light hearts, moreover, at the same time their heads' were light also, 
with lack of useful knowledge. 

Indeed, Caesar himself managed the examlnaUon In such a way that lie 
received one mark below that, mark which wa.s determiiied upon by the 
authorities as a' pass; for whenever he reached a. difficulty' lie counted gên- 
erai.*, coliorl.'s and even whole armies on his fingers, but It liappcned that 
he sometimes became muddled, pitrtly because, this -was not the right 
method to use,, partly bccuusc, a« lie himself alleged, ills army upset him 
by looking exceedingly gravo after they themselves had tried the attack. 

After this Cassai' approached the History examination with courage 
and ui!-o at tiie same time, caution. In Ibis he found hluisclf greatly at a 
dliiadvantaye bogauso ot his martial nature, on (U'uoiiiit of which, at fre- 
quent Intervals he expressed himself In military terms which raised the 
fighting spirits ot tUo examiner to such a height that he Hung Caesar's 
paper dowii the stairs 'of the Arts nulldlntr, after whloh he walked down to 
pick it up, at the same l)mc counting the stairs; finding the number to be 
tiiirty-fivc, he gave that mark to Caesar, which -wna a great disappoint- 
ment. 

Cae>:ar determined to order himself to make an expudltlim, u. long and 
important one, so that, in this way, ho might escape the remaining cx- 
aminailons. '
